AROUND THE CITY. 


A Producers’ Union to be 
Formed Here. 


A NEW MINING CONSOLIDATION. 


Happpninrrs in the Crim inal Circles 
aud OS&er Interestin g News 
About Town. 


During the reeent visit of the members 
of the N&tionai Grange to this city, a 
num ber of the prom inent agriculturists 
of this vicinity consulted w ith them in 
regard to some form of an organisation to 
bring about a better union am ong pro­ 
ducers. 
Such unions are epringing up in 
all the farm ing districts of the East, and 
they have been found very beneficial in 
improving the price received by pro­ 
ducers for their goods, and also in start­ 
ing creameries, canneries and m eat pack­ 
ing establishments. 
A plan has been under discussion for 
some time among th e producers of Lcs 
Angeles and Orange counties for some 
kind of a union, and it now appears cer­ 
ta in that steps will be taken in the near 
future to bring it about. A call will be 
issued in a few days for a meeting 
of farmers of the two counties, and the 
organization will be Btarted. 
It is pro­ 
posed to use it not only for the purpose 
of improving the condition of the local 
produce m arket, but also to stim ulate 
the erection of butter factories, cold stor­ 
age establishm ents, canneries and fruit 
drying and preserving works. 
An effort 
will also be made to push the Bale of the 
products of this section in the East by 
advertising them better and by obtain­ 
ing by combination more satisfactory 
freight rates. 


A MINING COMBINATION. 


T w o- C la im s F u rch aa ed fo r S ix ty

I t will be rem embered that a few weeks 
ago a very rich silver ledge was found 
on the Kelsey claim , in the San Gabriel 
cafion. Since then the vein has been 
traced into tli9 New Y ear’s Gift and 
Uncle Sam claims, and a deal has juet 
been made whereby the three claims 
will be consolidated. The owners of the 
Keleey, of whom Messrs. A. S. Robbins

Au O p in ion on Pre-lcnaptlon L a w s 
In th e N ew S tates. 
W ashington, December 3.—Assistant 
Attorney General Shields, of the Interior 
Department, has given the Secretary of 
the Interior an opinion as to the effect of 
the seventeenth section of the act ad ­ 
mitting the new States, which refers to 
the act ot 1841, the original pre-emption 
act, and repeals the same as to th e new 
States. He holds that, taking the whole 
section together, the intent was not to 
repeal the pre emption laws, but to make 
a 
grant 
of 
lauds in lieu of the 
eighth 
section 
of 
the 
act 
of 
1841, generally known 
as 
iuternal 
improvement granta, and to repeal th a t 
section as to the new S tates; that the act 
of 1841 was carried into the revised stat­ 
utes and repealed in 1875; th at if Con­ 
gress had intented to repeal the pre­ 
emption laws it could have done so by 
repealing the sections of the revised 
statutes appertaining thereto, or by apt 
words so declariog, and not by the repeal 
of the old act of 1841, and that th e pre­ 
emption laws so contained in the revised 
statutes, except as to internal improve­ 
ment grants, are still in force in the new 
States.

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THE COUNTRY IS SAFE. 
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Tariff Reduction. 
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F ree A lcohol, b u t Hoes W ith 
W all S tre e t P aw n b ro k ers 
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W 
a s h i n g t o n , December 3.—Following 
la the fall tex t of the President's message 
read before Congress today. 
To The Senate and Hoiue of Representa­ 
tives: 
There are few transactions in the ad­ 
m inistration of the Government,which ore 
•ven temporarily held in the confidence 
of those charged with the conduct of the 
public business. 
Every step taken is 
under the observation of an intelligent 
and watchfal people. The state of the 
Union is known from day to day, and 
suggestions as to needed legislation 
find an earlier voice than th at w hich 
speaks in these annaal communications 
of the President to Congress. 
Good will and oordiality have charac­ 
terised oar relations and correspondence 
with other Governments, and the year just 
closed leaves few international questions 
of importance rem aining 
nnadjasted. 
H o obstaele is believed to exist that can 
long nostpene the consideration and ad­ 
justm ent of the still pending questions 
upon satisfactory and honorable term s. 
The dealings of this Government with 
other states have been, and Bhoald al­ 
ways be, marked by frankness and sin­ 
cerity—our purposes avowed and oar 
methods free from intrigue. Thie course 
has borce rich fruit in the past and it is 
oar duty as a nation to preserve the her­ 
itage of good repute which a century of 
right-doing with foreign Governments has 
secured to us. 
TH K CONGRESS OP T H E A M ERICA S. 
It is a m atter of high significance, and 
no less congratulation, that the first year 
of the second century of our constitu­ 
tional existence, finds os honored gneste 
within our borders, representatives of all 
independent states of North and South 
America, met together in earnest confer­ 
ence, touching the best methods of per­ 
petuating and expanding the relations 
of mutual interests and friendliness ex­ 
tended among them . That the oppor­ 
tunity thus afforded for promoting cioser 
international relations and 
increased 
prosperity of the states represented, will 
be used for the m utual good of all, 1 can­ 
not perm it myself to doubt. Our people 
will watch with interest and confidence 
the resalte to flow from so aaspicioa9 
a meeting of allied, and in a large part 
identical interests. 
The recommendations of this interna­ 
tional conference of enlightened states­ 
men shonld have the attention of Con­ 
gress and its co-operation for the removal 
of unnecessary barriers to beneficial in­ 
tercourse between the nations of America. 
Bat while the commercial resalte which 
it is hoped will follow this conference are 
worthy of parsaal, and of the great inter­ 
est they have created, it is believed that 
the crowning benefit will be found in the 
better securities which may be devised 
for the maintenance of peace between the 
American nations and the settlem ent of 
all contentions by methods that a Chris­ 
tian civilization can approve. While view­ 
ing with interest the resources and in- 
stiiations of oar country, the delegate 
will, I am Bare, find a higher satisfaction 
in the evidences of unselfish friendship 
which everywhere attend their inter- 
coarse with oar people. 


TH E M ARITIM E C O N FER EN C E. 
Another international conference hav­ 
ing great possibilities for good has lately 
assembled and is now in session in this 
capital. An invitation was extended by 
the Government under the act of Con­ 
gress of July 9,1838, to all the m aritime 
nations to 
eend delegates to confer 
touching the revision and am endm ent of 
the.rales and regulations governing ves­ 
sels*, and to adopt a uniform system of 
m arine signals. The response to the In­ 
vitation has been very general and very 
cordial. Delegates from twenty-six na 
tions are present in the conference, and 
they have entered apon their uBefal 
work with great zeal, and with on ardent 
appreciation of its importance. Bo far 
os Ihe agreement to be reached may re­ 
quire legislation to give it effect, the co 
operation is confidently relied upon. 


IN TBR AM ERICAN 
DIPLOM ATIC 
R ELA T IO N S. 
I t is an interest iug and unprecedented 
fact that the two international confer­ 
ences have brought here the accredited 
representation of thirty-three nations 
Bolivia, Ecuador and Honduras are now 
represented by resident epvoys of the 
plenipotentiary grade. These states of 
the American system m aintain diplo­ 
matic representation at this capital. 
In this connection it may be noted 
th at all the nations of the Western Hem­ 
isphere, with one exception, send to 
Washington envoys extraordinary and 
ministers plenipotentiary, 
being 
the 
highest grade accorded to this Govern­ 
ment. The United States on the con­ 
trary sends envoys of lower grade to 
some of 
our 
sister 
republics. Oar 
representative in Paraguay and Uruguay 
is a m inister resident, while to Bolivia 
we send a m inister resident and consul 
general. In view cf the importauce of 
oar relations with the states of the 
American system, our diplomatic agents 
in those countries should be of the uni­ 
form rank of envoy extraordinary and 
m inister plenipotentiary. 
C ertain missions were so elevated by 
th e lost Congress with happy effect, and 
I recommend the completion of the re 
form thus begun with the inclusion also 
of Hawaii and H ayti in view of their rela­ 
tion to the American system of States. 
I also recommend that timely provision 
be made for extending to Hawaii an in­ 
vitation to b9 represented in the inter­ 
national conference now sitting at thie 
capital. 
R ELA TIO N S W ITH C H IN A . 
Our relations with China have not had 
th e attention and consideration which 
their m agnitude and interest dem and < 
The failure of the treaty negotiated un­ 
der the adm inistration of my predecessor 
for the iorther and more complete re­ 
striction of Chinese labor Immigration, 


and w ith it the legislation of the last 
session of Congress dependent thereon, 
leave some questions open which Con­ 
gress shonld now approach in that wise 
and just spirit which shou'd characterize 
the relations of the two great and friendly 
powers. W hile oar supreme interests 
demand this exclueion of a laboring 
element which experience has shown to 
be incompatible with our social life, all 
steps to compass the im perativo need 
should be accompanied w ith a recogni­ 
tion of the claim of those strangers now 
lawfully among us, to hum ane and juBt 
treatm ent. The accession of the young 
Emperor of China m arks, wo may hope, 
an era of progress and prosperity for tho 
great country over which he is called to 
rule. 


T H E SAM OAN 
SE TT LEM EN T. 
The present state of affairs in respect 
to the Samoan islands is encouraging. 
The conference which was held in this 
city in the summer of 1887. between the 
representatives of the United 8t tes, 
Germany and Great Britain had been 
adjourned because of th e persistent di­ 
vergence of views which was developed 
in its deliberations. 
The subsequent 
coarse of events in the islands gave rise 
to qnestions of a serious character. On 
the fourth of Pebruary the German m in­ 
ister at thiB capital, in behalf of his Gov­ 
ernm ent, proposed a resumption cf the 
conference at Berlin. This proposition 
was accepted, os Congress in February 
lost was informed. Pursuant to the un­ 
derstanding thus reached commissioners 
were appointed by me, by and with the 
consent of the Senate, who proceeded 
to Berlin, where the conference was re­ 
newed. 
The deliberations 
extended 
through several weeks and resulted in 
the conclusion of a treaty which will be 
submitted to the Senate for its approval. 
I trust that the efforta which have been 
made to effect on adjustm ent of this 
Question will be productive of the per­ 
manent establishm ent of law and order 
in Samoa upon the basis of the main 
tenance of the rights and interests of the 
natives. 
B a r r a n A m e r i c a n r e l a t i o n s . 
The qnestions which have arisen d ar­ 
ing the past few years between OreAt 
Britain and the United States are in 
abeyance or in the coarse of adjustm ent. 
On the part of the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada on effort has been 
made apparent during the Beason just 
ended to adm inister the laws and regula­ 
tions applicable to the fisheries with as 
little occasion for friction as w*3 possi­ 
ble, and the temperate representations of 
the Government in respect to cases of 
undue hardship, or of harsh interpreta­ 
tions, have been in most cases met with 
measures of transitory 
relief. 
It is 
trusted that the attainm ent of our just 
rights under the existing treaties, and in 
virtue of the concurrent legislation of the 
two contiguous countries, will not belong 
deferred, and that all existing causes of 
difference may be equitably adjusted. 
I recommend that provision be made 
by an international agreement for the 
visible marking of the water bonndary 
between the United States and Canada 
in the narrow channels that join the 
Great Lakes. 
The conventional line 
therein traced by the northwestern bound­ 
ary snrvey, years ago, is not in all cases 
readily ascertainable for the settlem ent 
of jurisdiction qnestions. 
A just and acceptable enlargement of 
the list of offenses for which extradition 
may be claimed and granted, is most de­ 
sirable between this country and Great 
Britain. The territory of neither Bhould 
become a secure harbor for the evil doers 
of the other through any available short­ 
coming in this regard. A new treaty on 
this subject between the two powers has 
been recently negotiated, and will soon 
be laid before the Senate. 


AM ERICAN PROPER TY R IG H T S A BR O A D . 
The importance of the commerce of 
Cuba and Porto Rico with the United 
States, their nearest principal market, 
justifies the expectation that the existing 
relations may be beneficially expanded. 
The impediments resulting from varying 
the dues on navigation, and from the 
vexatious treatm ent of our vessels on 
merely technical grounds of com plaint in 
West India ports, should be removed. 
The progress toward an adjustm ent of 
pending claims between 
the 
United 
States and Spain is not as rapid as could 
be desired. 
Qnestions affecting American interest 
in connection with railways constructed 
and operated by our citizens in Peru 
have claimed the attention of th e Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
It is urged that other Govern­ 
ments, in pressing Pern to the paym ent 
of claims, have disregarded the property 
rights of American citizens. The m atter 
will b« carefully investigated with a 
view to secure a proper and equitable 
adjustment. 
A similar iBsne is now pending with 
Portugal. The Delagoa railway in Africa 
was constructed under a concession by 
Portugal to an American citizen, and 
when nearly completed the road was 
seized by the agents of the Portuguese 
Government. 
A formal protest has been 
made throngh our Minister at Lisbon 
against this act, and no proper effort 
will be spared to Becure proper relief. 


TM E N IC AR A G U A C A N A L . 
In pursuance of the charter granted 
by Congress, and under the terms of its 
contract with the Government of Nica- 
ragaa, the Inter-Oceanic Canal Company 
has begun the construction of the im ­ 
portant water way between the two 
oceans, which its organization contem­ 
plates. Trouble for a time seemed im­ 
minent, in view of a supposed conflict of 
jurisdiction between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica in regard to the necessary privi­ 
leges to be conceded by the latter re­ 
public towards the construction of works 
on the San Juan river, of which the 
right bank is Costa Rica territory. I 
am happy to learn that a friendly ar­ 
rangement has been effected between the 
two nations. This Government has held 
itself ready to promote in every proper 
way the adjustm ent of all questions that 
might present obstacles to the comple­ 
tivo of a work of such transcendent im­ 
portance to the commerce of this coun 
try, and indeed to 
the 
commercial 
interest of the world. 


FR A N C E , BE LG IV M A N D G E R M A N Y . 
The traditional good feeling between 
this country and the French republic 
bos received additional testimony in the 
participation of our Government and 
people in the international exposition 
held at Paris during the past summer. 
The success of our exhibitors has been 
gratifying. The repozt of the commis­ 
sion will be laid before Congress in due. 
season. 
This Government has accepted, nnder 
proper reserve as to its policy in foreign 
countries, the invitation of Belgium to 
take part in au International Congress 
which opens at Brussels on the 16th of 
November, for the purpose of devising 
measures to promote the abolition of the 
slave trade in Africa and to prevent the 
shipment of slaves by sea. 
Oar interest 
in the extinction of this crime against 
humanity in the regions where it yet sur­ 
vives, has been increased by the results 
of emancipation within our owa borders. 
W ith Germany the most cerdial rela­ 
tions continue. 
The questions arising 
from the return to the empire cf Germans 
naturalized in this country, are consid­ 
ered and disposed of in a temperate spirit, 


to the entire satisfaction of both Govern­ 
ments. 


HAYTI AND YENEBW ELA. 
It is a source of great satisfaction that 
the internal disturbances of the republic 
of H ayti are at last happily ended, and 
that an apparently stable government has 
been constituted. It has been duly rec­ 
ognized by the United 8iates. 
A mixed commission is now in session 
in this capital for the settlem ent of long 
standing claims Rgrinst the Government 
of Venezuela, and it is hoped th a t a sat­ 
isfactory conclusion 
will be speedily 
reiChed. This Government has not hes­ 
itated to express its earnest desire that 
the boundary dispute now pending be­ 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela may 
be adjusted amicably and in strict ac­ 
cordance with the historic title of the 
puties. 


J A P A N , i'O K E A , PER SIA A N D T U R K E Y . 
The advancement of tho Em pire cf 
Japan has been evidenced by the recent 
promulgation of 
a new constitution, 
valued for guarantees of liberty and pro­ 
viding for a responsible ministry to con­ 
duct the government. 
It is earnestly recommended that ju ­ 
dicial rights and processes in Corea be 
established on a firm basis by providing 
the machinery necessary to carry out 
our treaty stipulations in that regard. 
The friendliness of the Persian Gov­ 
ernm ent continues to be shown by its 
generous treatm ent of Americans en­ 
gaged in missionary labors, and by the 
cordial disposition of the Shah to en­ 
courage the enterprise of our citizens in 
the development of Persian resources. 
A discussion is in progress touching 
the jurisdictional treaty rights oi the 
United States in Turkey. 
An earnest 
effort will be made to define thoee rights 
to the satisfaction of those Governments. 


N A TURALIZATIO N QU ESTIO NS. 
Questions continue to arise in our rela­ 
tions with several countries in respect to 
the rights of naturalized citizens, and 
especially is this th e cases with France, 
Italy, Russia and Turkey, and to a levs 
extent w ith Switzerland. 
From time to 
time earnest efforts have been made to 
regulate this subject by convention. An 
improper use of naturalization should net 
be perm itted, but it is im portant that 
those who have been duly naturalized 
should everywhere be accorded recogni­ 
tion of the rights pertaining to citizens of 
the country of their adoption. 
The ap­ 
propriateness of special conventions for 
that purpose is recognized in the treaties 
which this Government has concluded 
with a num ber of European ■ ates, and 
it is advisable that the difficulties which 
now arise in onr relations with other 
countries on this same subject should be 
sim ilarly adjusted. 


TH E R E PU BLIC OF B R A ZIL . 
The recent revolt in Brazil, in favor of 
the establishm ent of a republican form 
of government, ib an event of great inter­ 
est to the United States. 
Our Minister 
at Rio de Janeiro was at once instructed 
to m aintain friendly diplomatic relations 
with the provisional government, and 
tbe Brazilian representatives at the cap­ 
ital were instructed by the provisional 
governm ent to continue their functions. 
Our friendly intercourse w ith Brazil has 
therefore suffered no interruption. 
Our 
Minister has been instructed to extead 
on the part of this Government a formal 
and cordial recognition ot the new re­ 
public, so soon as the majority of the 
people of Brazil shall have signified their 
assent to its establishm ent and main- 
tainance. 


W ITH IN OUR OWN BORDERS 
a general condition of prosperity prevails. 
Ih e harvests of last summer were excep­ 
tionally abundant, and the trade condi­ 
tions now prevailing seem to promise a 
successful season to the m erchant and 
the manufacturer, aud 
general 
em ­ 
ployment to oar working people. 


T U B FIN A N C E S OF T H E N A TIO N . 
The report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1889, has been prepared and will be 
presented to Congress. It presents with 
clearness the fiscal operations of the Gov* 
em inent and I avail myself of it to ob­ 
tain some facts for use here. The aggre­ 
gate receipts from all sources for the year 
were $387,080,058 84, derived as follows: 
From customs $223,832,741 68; from in­ 
ternal revenuo, 
$130,881,513.23; from 
miscellaneous sources, $32,335,803 25. 
The ordinary expenditures for the 
same period were $281,996.615.60; and 
the total expenditures, including the 
sinking fund, were $329,579,929.25. The 
excess of receipts over expenditures was, 
after providing for the sinking fand, 
$57,470,129.59. 
For the current fiecal year the total 
revenues, actual and estimated, s re $375,- 
000,000; and the ordinary expenditures, 
actual and estimated, are $293,000,000, 
making with the sinking fund a total ex­ 
penditure of $341,321,116.99, leaving an 
estim ated eurjdus ol $43,678,883.01. 
Daring the fiecal year there w&b ap­ 
plied to the purchase of bonds in addi­ 
tion to the sinking fund, $90,456,172.35, 
and during tho first quarter of tbe cor- 
rout year the sum of $37,838,937.87, all 
of which were credited to the sinking 
fund. 
The revenues for the fiscal year end 
ing June 30, 1891, ore estimated by the 
Treosnry D epartm ent at $385,700,000, 
and the expenditures for the same period, 
including the sinking fund, at $341.430,­ 
477.70. This shows an estimated sur­ 
plus for that year of $43,569,522 30, 
which is more likely to be increased than 
reduced when the actual transactions are 
written up. 


A S TO TH E SU R P L U S. 
The existence of so large an actual and 
anticipated surplus should have the im­ 
mediate attention of Congress with a 
view to reducing the receipts of the 
Treasury to the needs of the Govern­ 
m ent as closely as may be. The collec­ 
tion of moneys not needed for public uses 
imposes an unnecessary burden on our 
people, and the presence of so large a 
surplus in the public vaults is a disturb­ 
ing elem ent in the conduct of private 
business. It has called into use expedi­ 
ents for putting it into circulation of 
very questionable propriety. We should 
not collect revenue for the purpose of 
anticipating our bonds beyond the re- 
quiromente on the sinking fand. But 
any unappropriated surplus in the Treas­ 
ury should be so used, as there is no 
other lawful way of returning the money 
te circulation, and the profit realized by 
the Government offers a substantial ad­ 
vantage. The loaning of public funds to 
Danks without interest, upon the security 
of Government bonds, 1 regard as an 
unauthorized and dangerous expedient. 
It results in a temporary and unnatural 
increase of the banking capital of favored 
localities, and compels a cautions and 
gradual recall of the deposits to avoid in­ 
jury to the commercial interests. 
It is 
not to bo expected that tho banks hav­ 
ing these deposits will sell their bonds 
to the Treasury so long as the present 
highly beneficial arrangement is con­ 
tinued. They now practically get inter­ 
est both upon the bonds and their pro­ 
ceeds. No further use should be made 
of this method of getting the surplus into 
circnlation, and the deposits now out­ 
standing should be gradually withdrawn 
and applied to the purchase of bonds. It 
is fortunate that such a nse can be made 
of the existing surplus, and lor some time 


to come of any casual surplus that may 
ex^st after OoDgrose has taken the neces­ 
sary etep3 for a reduction of the revenue. 
Such legislation should be promptly but 
very considerately enacted. 


TH E TA R IF P D ELICA T ELY T R E A T E D . 
I recommend a revision of onr tariff 
law, both in its adm inistration features 
aud in the schedules. The need of the 
former is generally conceded, and an 
agreement upon tbe evils and incon­ 
veniences to bo remedied, aud the best 
methods for their correction will prob­ 
ably not bo difficult. 
A uniformity of 
valuation at ail our ports is essential, and 
the moat effective measures should be 
taken to sucure it. It is equally desir­ 
able that questions affecting rate3 and 
classifications should be promptly de­ 
cided. 
The preparation of a new schedule of 
custom duties is a m atter of great deli­ 
cacy because of its effuct upon the busi­ 
ness of the country, and of great diffi­ 
culty by reason of the wide divergence 
of opinion as to the objects th at may be 
promoted by such 
legislation. 
Sjm e 
disturbance of business may perhaps re­ 
sult from the consideration of this sub­ 
ject by Congress, but this temporary ill 
effect will bo reduced to tbe rainimam 
by prompt action, and the assurance 
which the country enjoys that any neces­ 
sary changes will be so made as not to 
impair the just and reasonable protection 
of our home industries. The inequali­ 
ties of the law should be adjusted, but 
the protective principle should bo main­ 
tained and fairly applied to the products 
of our farms as well as our ahopB. These 
duties necessarily have relation to other 
things berideB the public revenues. 
We 
cannot lim it their effects by fizing onr 
eyes on the public treasury alone. They 
have a direct relation to homo produc­ 
tion, to work, to wageB, and to the com­ 
mercial independence of our country, 
and the wise and patriotic legislator 
should enlarge the field of bis vision to 
include all of these. 
The necessary reduction in our pnblic 
revenues can, I am sr.re, be made with­ 
out m aking the sm aller harden more 
onerous than the larger, by reason of the 
disabilities and limitations which the 
process of reductions puts upon both 
capital and labor. The free list can very 
safely be extendod by placing thereon 
articles that do not offer injurious compe­ 
tition to such domestic products as our 
home labor cau supply. 


IN TE R N A L R E V E N U E . 
The removal of the internal tax upon 
tobacco would relieve an im portant agri­ 
cultural product from abnrden which was 
imposed only because our revenue from 
customs was insufficient for the pablic 
needs. 
If safe provision against fraud 
can be devised, the removal of the tax 
upon spirits used in the arts and m anu­ 
factures would also offer an unobjection­ 
able method of reducing the surplus. 


M ONETARY M ATTER S. 
A table presented by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, showing the am ount of 
money of all kinds in circulation each 
year from 1878 to the present time, is of 
interest. It appears that the am ount cf 
national bank notes in circnlation has 
decreased during that period $114,109,729, 
of which $37.799,229 is chargeable to the 
last year. Ttie withdrawal of the bank 
circulation 
will 
necessarily 
continue 
under the existing condition. 
It is prob­ 
able that the ad plion of the suggestion 
made by the Comptroller of the Cur­ 
rency, viz.: that the m inim um dt posit 
of bonds for the establishm ent of banks 
be reduced, and that an issue of notes to 
the par value of the bond be allowed, 
would help to maintain the bank circula­ 
tion and the issues of gold and silver 
certificates. 
Tne total am ount of money of all 
kindH in circnlation ou M arch 1, 1878, 
was $805,793 807, while on October 1, 
1889, the total amount wan $145,018,000. 
There was an increase of $293,517,552 in 
gold, aud of $57 554,100 in standard sil­ 
ver dollars; $72.311,249 in gold certifi­ 
cates; $276.619 715 in silver certificates, 
and $14,073,787 in United States notee, 
making a total of $713,976,403. There 
was daring the same period a decrease 
of $114,109,729 in bank circulation, and. 
of $642,681 in subsidiary silver. The net 
increase was $599.224,193. The circula­ 
tion per capita has increased about $5 
daring the time covered by the table re­ 
ferred to. 


8ILV EH C O IN A G E. 
The total coinage of silver dollars was 
on November 1, 1889, $343,638,001, of 
which $283.539.521 was in the Treasury 
vaults, and $60,098,480 was in circnla­ 
tion. 
Oi the am ount in the vaults $277,­ 
319,944 was represented by outstanding 
silver certificates, leaving $6,219,577 not. 
in circulation and not represented by 
certificates. 
The law requiring the purchase by the 
Treasury of two million dollars worth of 
silver bullion each m onth to be coined 
into silver dollars of 412j¿ grains, has 
been observed by the D epartm ent; bnt 
neither the present Secretary nor any of 
his predecessors has deemed it safe to 
exercise the discretion given by law to 
increase the m onthly purchases to four 
million dollars. 
When the law was en­ 
acted (February 28, 1878) tho price of 
silver in the m arket was $1.20 4 10 per 
ounce, making the bullion value of the 
dollar 93 cents, 
fiince th a t time the 
pries has fallen as low as 91.2 cents per 
ounce, reducing the bullion value of the 
dollar to 70.6 cents. 
W ithin the last few 
months the m arket price has Bomewhat 
advanced, and on the 1st day of Novem­ 
ber last the bullion value of the silver dol­ 
lar was 72 cents. 
The evil anticipations which have ac­ 
companied the coinage and uee of silver 
dollars, have not been realized. As a 
coin, it boa not had general use, and the 
public treasury has been compelled to 
store it. But this is manifestly owing to 
the fact that its paper representative is 
more convenient. The general accept­ 
ance and use of the silver certificate 
shows that silver has not been otherwise 
discredited. 
Romo favorable conditions 
have contributed to the m aintainance of 
thie practical equality, in their commer­ 
cial use, between the gold and silver dol­ 
lars, but some of these are trade condi­ 
tions that statutory enactm ents do not 
control, and of the continuance of which 
we cannot be certain. 
I think it is clear that if we should 
make the coinage of silver at the present 
rates, free, we must expect th at the dif­ 
ference in the ballion values of gold and 
silver dollars will be taken into account 
in commercial transactions, and I fear 
the same result would follow any consid­ 
erable increase of tbe present rate of 
coinage. 
Buch a result would be dis­ 
creditable te our financial management 
and disastrous to all business interests. 
We shonld not tread the dangerons edge 
of each a peril, and, indeed, nothing 
more harmful could happen to the silver 
interests. Safe legislation upon this sub­ 
ject m ust cecure the equality of the two 
coins in their commercial uses. 
I have 
always been the advocato of the uso oi 
silver in our currency. 
We are large 
producers of that metal, and should not 
discredit it. 
The plan which will be presented by 
the Secretary of the Treasury for the is­ 
suance of notes or certificates apon the 
deposit of silver bullion at Its market 
value, I have been able to give only a 
hasty examination owing to the pre3B of 


other m atters and to the fact that it has 
been oo recently formulated. The details 
of such a law require careful considera­ 
tion, but the general plan suggested by 
him seems to satisfy the parpase to con­ 
tinue the use of silver in connection with 
our currency and at the sam e time to 
obviate tbe danger of which I have 
spoken. At a later date I may communi­ 
cate further with Congress upon this 
subject. 


C H IN E SE EX C LU SIO N . 
The enforcement of the Chinese exclu­ 
sion act 1ms been found difficult on the 
northwestern frontier. 
Chinamen land­ 
ing at Victoria fiad it easy to pass our 
border, owing to the impossibility of the 
force at command of the customs offi-wrs 
to guard so long an inland line. The 
Secretary of the Treasury has authorized 
the employment of additional foicas who 
will bo assigned to this duty, and every 
efiort will be made to enforce the law. 
The Dominion exacts a head tax of fifty 
dollars for each C hinam an landed, aud 
when these persons in th e face of our 
law cross into our territory and are ap­ 
prehended, our officers do not know 
what to do with them as the Dominion 
authorities will not suffer them to be 
sent back without a second paym ent of 
the tax. An effort will be made to rush 
an understanding that will remove this 
difficulty. 
Tbe proclamation required by Section 
30 of the act of March 2, 1889, relating 
to the killing of seals and other fur-bear­ 
ing anim als, was ieBUsd by me on the 
21st day of M arch, and a revenue vessel 
was dispatched to enforce the laws and 
protect tbe interestsof the United States, 
i'he establishm ent of a refuge station at 
Point Barrow, as directed by Congress, 
was successfully accomplished. 


OUR D E F E N S E L E SS C O A ST S. 
Judged by m odern standards we are 
practically without uoast defenses; many 
of the structures we havo would enhauce, 
rather th an dim inish, the perils of the 
garrisons if subjected to the fire of im ­ 
proved guns, aud very few are so located 
as to give full effect to the greater range 
of such guns sb we are now m aking for 
coast defense nse. This general subject 
has had consideration in Congress for 
some years, and the appropriation for 
the construction of large rifled guns made 
one year ago, was, I am sure, the ex­ 
pression of the purposo to próvida suit­ 
able works in which these guns might 
be mounted. 
An 
appropriation 
now 
m ade for th at parpóse would not advance 
the completion of the works beyond oar 
ability to supply them with effective 
guns. The security of our coast cities 
against foreign attacks should not rest 
altogether in the friendly disposition of 
other nations. There should be a second 
line in our own keeping. I urgently re­ 
commend 
an 
appropriation 
at this 
session for the construction 
of such 
works in onr much exnosed harbors. 
1 approve the suggestion of the Secre­ 
tary of War th at provisions be made for 
encamping companies of the National 
Guards in our coast works for a specified 
time each year, and for their training in 
the use of heavy guns. 
His suggestion 
th at an increase of the artillery torce of 
the arm y is desirable, is aleo in this con­ 
nection commended to the consideration 
of Congress. 


R IV ER A N I) U A R D O R IM PRO VEM ENT. 
The im provem ent of onr im portant 
rivers and harbors should be promoted 
by the necessary appropriations. 
Care 
should be taken th at the Government is 
not com mitted to the prosecution of 
works not oh public and generol advan­ 
tage, and that the relative usefulness of 
works of this class is cot overlooked. So 
far as this work can ever be said to b e 
completed, I do not doubt th at the end 
would be sooner and more economically 
reached if fewer separate works were 
undertaken at the same tim e, .and if 
these selected for their greater general 
interest were more rapidly pushed to 
completion. 
A work once considerably 
begun should not bo subjected to the risk 
and deterioration interrupted or insuffi­ 
cient appropriations 
necessarily occa­ 
sion. 


PROTECTION OF F E D E R A L O F F IC E R S. 
The assault made by David S. Terry 
on the person of Justice Field, of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, at 
Lathrop, California, in August last, and 
the killing of his assailant by a deputy 
U nited States M arshal, who had been 
deputized to accompany Jaetice Field 
and protect him from violence at the 
hands of Terry, in connection with the 
legal proceedings which have followed, 
suggest questions which in m y judgm ent 
are worthy of the attention of Congress. 
I recommend th a t more definite provis­ 
ion be made by law, not only for the 
protection of Federal officers, but for the 
full trial of such cases in the United 
States Courts. In recommending such 
legislation, I do not impeach either the 
general adequacy of the provision made 
by the State laws for the protection of all 
citizens, or the general disposition of 
those charged with the execution of such 
laws, to give protection to officers of the 
U nited States. 
The duty of protecting 
its officers as such and punishing those 
who assault them on account of their 
official act, should not be devolved ex­ 
pressly or by acquiescence, upon local 
authorities. 
Events which have been brought to 
my attention, happening in other parts 
of the country, have also suggested the 
propriety of extending, by legislation, 
fuller protection to those who may be 
called as witnesses in the courts of the 
United States. 
The - law compels those 
who are supposed to have knowledge of 
pablic offenses to attend upon our courts 
and grand juries and give evidence. 
There is a manifest resulting duty that 
these witnesses shall be protected from 
injury on account of their testimony. 
The investigations of crim inal offenses 
are often rendered fotile and the punish­ 
m ent of crime impossible by the intimi­ 
dation of witnesses. 


JU D IC IA L N E C E S SIT IE S . 
The necessity of providing some speedy 
method of disposing of cases which now 
come for lioai adjudgment to the 8a- 
preme Coart, becomes everv year more 
apparent and urgent. The plan of pro­ 
viding some interm ediate conrts, having 
final appellate jurisdiction of certain 
classes of questions and cases, has, I 
think, received a more general approval 
from the bench and bar of the conntry 
than any other. W ithout attem pting to 
discuss details, I recommend th at provi­ 
sion shonld be made for th e establish­ 
ment, of such courts. 
The salaries of tho Judges of the Dis­ 
trict Courts in m any of the districts, are 
in my judgm ent inadequate. I recommend 
that all each salaries now below $5,000 
~ier annum bs increased to that amount, 
t is quite true th a t the am ount of labor 
performed by these Judges is very un­ 
equal, but as they can not properly en­ 
gage in other pursuits to supplem ent 
their _ income, th e 
salary shonld be 
such in all cases as to provide an inde­ 
pendent and comfortable support. 


T H E D A N G E R O P T R U ST S. 
Earnest attention should be given by 
Congress to a consideration of the ques­ 
tion how far tbe restraint of those com­ 
binations of capital commonly called 
“ trusts” is a m atter of federal jurisdic­ 
tion. W hen organized, as they often are, 
to crash oat all healthy competition, anil 


to monopolize the production or sale of 
an article of commerce and general ne­ 
cessity, they are dangerous conspiracies 
against the public good and shonld be 
made the subject of prohibiting and even 
penal legislation. 
The subject of an international copy­ 
right has been frequently commended to 
tbe attention of Congress by my prede­ 
cessors. The enaetm ent of such a law 
would be eminently wise and just. 


NATURALIZATIO N LAW S. 
Onr naturalization laws should be sore- 
vised os to make the inquiry into the 
character and good disposition towards 
our Government, cf the persons applying 
for citizenship, more thorough. 
This 
cau only be done by taking fuller con­ 
trol of ihe examination, by fixing the 
time for hearing each application, aud 
by requiring the prese nee of someone 
who shall represent the Government in 
the inquiry. Those who are tho enemieB 
of social order, who come to our shores 
to swell the injurious influence and to 
extend the evil practices of any associa­ 
tion that defies our laws, should not only 
bo denied citizenship but a domicile. 
The enactment of a national binkrupt 
law of a character to bo a perm anent part 
of our general legislation, is desirable. 
It should be simple in its methods and 
inexpeuaive in its administration. 


POSTA L A F F A IR S . 
The report of the Postmaster General 
not only exhibits the operations of tbe 
D epartm ent for the fiscal year out con­ 
tains many valuable suggestions fo* the 
improvement and extension of the ser­ 
vice, which are commended to your at­ 
tention. No other branch of the Gov­ 
ernm ent has so close a contact with the 
daily life of the people. Almost everyone 
neos the service it offers, and every hour 
gained in tho transmission of the great 
commercial mails has an actual and pos­ 
sible value th at only thoee engaged in 
trade can understand. 
The saving of 
ouo day iu the transmission of the mails 
between San Francisco and New York, 
which has recently been accomplished, 
is an incident worthy of mention. 
The 
plan suggested of a supervision of the 
postoffices in separate districts th at shall 
involve instruction, and the suggestion 
of the rating of the eifi'iiencv of the post­ 
m asters, would, I have no doubt, greatly 
improve the service. 
An express necessity exists for the 
erection of a building for the joint use 
of the Postoffice D epartm ent and of the 
W ashington city postoffice. The Depart­ 
m ent was partially relieved by renting 
outside quarters for a part of its force, 
but it is again overcrowded. The build­ 
ing used by the city office never was fit 
for the purpose, and is now inadequate 
and unwholesome. 
The unsatisfactory condition of the 
law relating to the transmission through 
the mails of lottery advertisem ents and 
rem ittances is clearly stated by the Post­ 
master-General, and his suggestion as to 
Its am endm ent should have your favor­ 
able consideration. 


T U B N EW N A V Y . 
The report of the Secretary of the 
Navy shows a reorganization oi the bu­ 
reaus of the D epartm ent that will, we 
do not doubt, promote the efficiency of 
each. In general satisfactory progress 
has been made in the constrnciion of the 
new ships of war authoriz3d by Con­ 
gress. 
The first vessel of the new 
navy, the Dolphin, was subjected to very 
severe trial tests, and to very much criti­ 
cism, but it is gratifying to be able to 
state th at a cruise arcund the world, 
from which she has recently returned, 
has dem onstrated that she is a first-class 
vessel of her rate. 
The report of the Secretary shows that 
while the effective force of the navy is 
rapidly increasing by reason of the im­ 
proved bnild and arm am ent of the new 
•hips, the num ber of our ships fit for sea 
duty grows very slowly. We had on the 
4th of March last thirty-seven service- 
eble ship-», and though four have since 
been made to add to this list, the total 
has not been increaeed because in the 
m eantime four have been lost or con­ 
dem ned. Twenty-six additional vessels 
have been authorized and appropriated 
for, but it is probable that when they 
are completed onr list will be increased 
only to forty-two. The old wooden ships 
are disappearing almost as fast as new 
vessels are added. These facts carry 
their own argument. 
One of the new 
ships may in fighting strength be equal 
to two of the old, b ut it cannot do the 
craising duties of two. 
It is im portant, 
therefore, th at we should have a more 
rapid increase in the number of service­ 
able ships. 
I concur in the recommend­ 
ation of tbe Secretary that the construc­ 
tion of eight armored ships, three gun­ 
boats ana five torpedo boats be author­ 
ized. 


T H E SAM OAN D ISA S T E R . 
An appalling calamity befell three of 
our naval vessels on duty at the Samoan 
islands, in the harbor of Apia, in March 
last, involving the loss of fonr officers and 
forty-seven seamen, and of two vessels, 
the Trenton and Vandalia, and the dis­ 
abling of a third, the Nipsic. Three ves­ 
sels of the German navy aleo in the har­ 
bor shared with onr ships the force of the 
hurricane, 
and 
suffered even more 
heavily. 
W hile mourning tbe brave 
officers and men who died facing with 
high resolve perils greater than those of 
battle, it is gratifying to state that the 
credit of tho American navy for seam an­ 
ship. courage and generosity was magnifi­ 
cently sustained in th e storm in the har­ 
bor of Apia. 


T H E IN D IA N PROBLEM . 
The report of the Secretary of the In­ 
terior exhibits the transactions of the 
Government with the 
Indian tribee. 
Substantial progress has been made in 
the education of the children of school 
age, and in the allotm ent of lands to 
adnlt Indians. 
It is to be regretted th a t 
the policy of breaking up the tribal rela­ 
tion and of dealing with the Indian as an 
individual did not appear earlier in oar 
legislation. The large reservations held 
in common, and the maintenance of the 
authority of the chiefs and bead m en, 
have driven the individual from every 
incentive to the exercise of thrift, and the 
annuity has contributed an affirmative 
pulse towards a state of confirmed pau­ 
perism. 
Our treaty stipulations shonld be ob­ 
served with fidelity, and onr legislation 
should be highly considerate of the best 
interests of An ignorant and helpless peo­ 
ple. The reservations are now generally 
surrounded by white settlem ents. We 
can no longer posh the Indian back into 
the wilderness, and it rem ains only by 
every suitable agency, to push him up­ 
ward into the estate of a self-supporting 
and responsible citizen. 
For the adult, 
tbe first step is to locale him on a farm, 
and for tbe child, to place him in a 
school. School attendance should be 
promoted by every moral agency, and 
those failing should bo compelled. The 
national schools for Indians have been 
very successful and should be multiplied, 
aud os far as possible, should be organ­ 
ized and conducted so as to facilitate the 
transfer of the schools to the States or 
the Territories in which they are located, 
when the Indians in a neighoorhood have 
accepted citizenship and havo become 
otherwise fitted for such a transfer. This 
condition of things will be 
attained 
slowly, bat it will be hastened by keep­ 
ing it in mind, and in the m eantim e th at 
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co-operation between the Government 
and the mission schools, which has 
wrought much good, should be cordially 
and im partially sustained. 


THE SIOUX COMMISSION. 
The last Congress enacted a distinct 
law relating to negotiations with the 
Sloax Indians of Dakota, for a relin* 
quishm ent of a portion of their lands to 
the United States, and for dividing the 
rem ainder into separate reservations. 
Both wore approved on the same day, 
M arch 2d. The one subm itted to the 
Indians, a specific proposition; the other 
(Section 3 of the Indian Appropriation 
Act), authorized the President to appoint 
three commissioners to negotiate with 
these Indians for the accomplishment of 
th e same general purpose, and required 
th at any ag eem ent arrived at should be 
subm itted to Congress for ratification. 
Ou the lfl'.h day of April last I ap­ 
pointed Hon. Charles Foster, of Ohio, 
H on. W illiam W arner, of Missouri, and 
M ajor-General George Crook, of the 
U nited States arm y, commissioners un­ 
der the last-named provision. 
They 
were, however, authorized and directed 
first to subm it to the Indians the defij 
proposition made to them by the act oist 
mentioned, and only in the event of a 
failure to secure the assent of the requi­ 
site num ber to the 
proposition, 
to 
•pen 
negotiations for the 
modified 
term s 
under 
the 
act. The 
work 
of the commission was prolonged and 
arduous, bul the ascent of the requisite 
num ber was, it is said, finally obtained 
to th e proposition made by Congress, 
although the report of the commission 
has not yet been submitted. 
Iu view of 
the<?e facts I shall not as at present ad­ 
vised deem it necessary to subm it the 
agreem ent to Congress for ratification, 
but it will in due conree be submitted for 
information. This agreement releasee to 
the United States about nine million 
acres of land. 


THU CHEROKEE LANDS. 
# The commission provided lor by Sec­ 
tion 14 of the Indian Appropriation bill, 
to negotiate with the Cherokee Indians 
and all other Indians owning or claiming 
lands lying west of the nicety-sixth de­ 
gree of longitude, for the cession to the 
United States of all such lands, was 
constituted by the appointm ent of Hon. 
Lucius Fairchild, Hon. John F . Hart- 
ranft. of Pennsylvania, and Hon. Alfred 
M. Wilson, of Arkansas, and organized 
on June 29th, last. 
Their first confer­ 
ence with the representatives of the 
Cherokeea was held at Tahlequah, July 
29:11, with no definite result. 
General 
John F. H artranft, of Pennsylvania, was 
prevented by ill health from taking part 
in the conference. His death, which has 
occurred recently, is justly and gener­ 
ally lamented by a people ho has served 
with conspicuous gallantry iu war, and 
w ith great fidelity in peace. The vacancy 
thus created was filled by the appoint­ 
m ent of H on. W arren G. Bayer, of Indi­ 
ana. 
A second conference between the com­ 
mission and tho Cherckeea was begun 
November 6 h, but no results have yet 
been obtained, nor is it believed th at a 
conclusion can be immediately expected. 
The cattle syndicate now occupying the 
lands for grazing purpose is clearly one 
ot the agencies 
responsible 
for the 
obstruction of our negotiations with the 
Cherokees. 
The large body of agricultural lands 
constituting w hat 
is 
known as the 
“ Cherokee O utlet,” ought not to be, and 
cannot long be held for grazing and for 
the advantage of a few against the 
public interests, and the best advantage 
of the Indians 
themselves, and the 
United States has now under its treaties 
certain rights in the¿e lands. These will 
not be used oppressively but it cannot be 
allowed th at those who by sufferance 
occupy these lands shall interpose to 
defeat the wise and beneficent purposes 
of the Government. I cannot but be­ 
lieve that the advantageous character of 
the offer made by the United States to 
th e Cherokee Nation for a full release of 
these lands, as compared with other 
suggestions now made to them , will yet 
obtain for it a favorable consideration. 


THE OCCUPATION OP OKLAHOMA. 
U nder (he agreement made between 
the United States and Muskogee (or 
Greek) Nation, the 19th day of January, 
1888, an absolute title was secured by 
the United States toA bout three .million 
and a half acres of land. 
Section 12 of the general Indian appro­ 
priation act, approved M arch 2, 1889, 
m ade provision for the purchase by the 
United States from the Seminole tribe of 
a certain portion of their land. The 
delegates of the Seminole Nation, having 
first duly evidenced to me their power to 
act in that behalf, delivered a proper re­ 
lease and conveyance to the use of all 
the lands mentioned in the act, which 
was accepted by me and certified to be in 
compliance with the statute. 
By the 
term of the act referred to, all the lands 
so purchased were declared to bo a part 
of the public domain and open to settle­ 
m ent under the Homestead law, but some 
of 
the 
land 
embraced 
in 
their 
purchases (being in the aggregate about 
five and a half million acres) had already 
under the term s of the treaty of 1800 
been acquired by the United States for 
the purpose of settling other Indian 
tribes thereon, and had been appropri­ 
ated to th a t purpose. The land rem ain­ 
ing and available for settlem ent con­ 
sisted of 1,887,796 acres, surrounded on 
all sides by lands in the occupancy of 
Indian tribes. Congress had provided 
no civil governm ent for the people who 
were to be invited bv my proclamation 
to be settlers upon these lands, except 
as the new court which had been es­ 
tablished at Muscogee, or the United 
States Court in some of the adjoining 
States had power to enforce the general 
laws of the United States. 
Under this condition of things I was 
quite reluctant to open the lands to settle­ 
m ent, hut in view of the fact that several 
thousand persons, many of them with 
th eir families, had gathered upon the 
borders of the iDdian Territory, with a 
view of securing homesteads on the ceded 
land, and th at aelay would involve them 
in much loss aod suffering, I did on the 
23rd day of March last issue a proclama­ 
tion declaring that tho lands therein 
described would be open to settlement, 
under tho provisions of the law, on the 
22nd day of April following, at 12 o’clock 
noon. Two land distiicts had been es­ 
tablished and offices were open for the 
transaction of business. 
When the ap­ 
pointed time arrived, it is much to the 
credit of the settlers that they very gen­ 
erally observed the limitation as to the 
time they might enter the Territory. 
Care will be taken th at those who entered 
in violation of the law do not secure the 
advantage thus unfairly sought. 
T here was a good deal of apprehension 
that the strife for locations would result 
in m uch violence and bloodshed, but 
happily these anticipations were not 
realised. 
It is estim ated that, there are 
now in the territory about 60,000 people, 
and several considerable towns have 
sprang up, for which temporary munci- 
pal governments have been organised. 
G uthrie is eaid to have now a population 
of almost 8,000; eleven schools and nine 
churehes have been established,and three 
daily and five weekly newspapers are 
published in this city, whose charter and 
ordinances have only the sanction of the 


people’s voluntary acquiesce from day 
to day. Oklahoma City has a papulation 
of 5,000 and ie proportionately as well 
provided as 
Guthrie with churches, 
schools and newspapers. 
Other towns 
and villages, having populations of from 
100 to 1,000 are scattered over the terri 
tory. 
In crder to secare the peace of the new 
community, in the absence of civil gov­ 
ernm ent, I directed General Merritt, 
commanding the Department of the Mis­ 
souri, to act in co d junction with the mar­ 
shals of the United States to preserve 
the peace, and, if requisite, to use the 
troops to aid them in executing w arrants 
and in quietiDg any riots or breaches of 
the peace that might occur. 
H e was 
further directed to use his influence to 
promote good order and to avoid any 
conflicts between or with the settlers. 
Believing that the introduction and sale 
of liquors where no legal restraint or 
regulations existed would endanger the 
public peace, and in view of ihe fact 
that such liquors m ust first be introduced 
into 
the 
Indian 
reservations 
be­ 
fore reaching the white settlements, 
I further directed the General command­ 
ing, to enforce tho laws relating to the 
introduction of ardent spirits in the In­ 
dian country. 
The presence of 
the 
troops ban given a eense of security to 
the well disposed citizens, and * has 
tended to restrain the lawless. 
In one 
instance the officers in the immediate 
command of the troops went further than 
I deemed justifiable, in supporting the 
de facto municipal government of Guth­ 
rie, and he was so informed and directed 
to limit the interference of the military 
to the support of the M arshals ou the 
lines indicated in the oiiginal order. 
I very urgently recommend that Con­ 
gress at once provide a Territorial gov­ 
ernm ent for 
these 
people. 
Serious 
questions, which may at any time lead to 
violent outbreaks, are awaiting the in­ 
stitution of courtB for their peaceful ad­ 
justm ent. The American genius for self­ 
government has been well illustrated in 
Oklahoma, but it is neither safe nor 
wise to leave those people longer to 
the expedients which have temporarily 
served them. 


LAWS FOB ALASKA. 
Provisions should be mado for the ac­ 
quisition of titles to town lots in towns 
now established in Alaska, for locating 
town sites and for the establishm ent of 
municipal governments. Only the m in­ 
ing laws have been extended to that Ter­ 
ritory, and no other form of title to lands 
can now be obtained. 
The general land 
laws were framed with reference to the 
disposi ion of agricultural lands, and it is 
doubtful if their operation ia Alaska 
would be beneficial. W e have fortunate­ 
ly not extended to Alaska the mistaken 
policy of establishing reservations for the 
ludían tribes, and can deal with them 
from the beginning as individuals with, I 
am sure, better results; but any disposi­ 
tion of the public lands and any regula­ 
tions relating to tim ber and to the fish­ 
eries should have a kindly regard to 
their interests. Having 
no power to 
levy taxeB the people of Alaska, whose 
revenues from the seal fisheries make 
large 
annual 
coutribution, need 
appropriation 
which 
should 
neither be overlooked nor stinted. The 
emallnees of tbe population and the great 
distances between tbe settlem ents offer 
serious obstacles to the establishm ent of 
the usual Territorial form cf government. 
Perhaps tbe organization of several sub­ 
districts wi-.h a small municipal council 
of limited power for each, would be safe 
and usefal. 
Attention is called in this connection 
to the suggestions of the Secretary of the 
Treasury relating to th e establishm ent of 
another port of entry in Alaska, and to 
needed customs facilities and regula­ 
tions. 
THE LAND LAWS. 
In the adm inistration of the land laws 
the policy of facilitating in every proper 
way the adjustment of the honest claims 
of individual settlers on public lauds 
has been pursued. 
The num ber of 
pending cases heard during the pre­ 
ceding 
adm inistration 
has 
been 
greatly increaeed under tbe operation of 
orders for a time suspending tiual action 
in a large part of cases originating in the 
West and Northwest, and by tho subse­ 
quent use of unusual methods of exami­ 
nation. Only those who are familiar 
with the conditions under which our ag­ 
ricultural lands have buen settled, can 
appreciate the serions and often fatal 
consequences to the settler of a policy that 
puts his title under euspicion or delays 
the issuance of his patent. W hile care 
ia taken to prevent and¡expose fraud, it 
should not be imputed without roason. 
The manifest purpose of the homestead 
and pre-emption laws was to proa:ote tho 
settlem ent of the public domain by per­ 
sons having a bona fide intent to make a 
home on the selected lands. 
W here this 
intent is well established, and the re­ 
quirements of the law have been sub­ 
stantially complied with, the claim ant is 
entitled to a prompt, friendly considera­ 
tion of his case; but where there ia 
reason to believe that the claim ant 
is the mere agent of another who is 
seeking to evade a law intended to 
promote small holdings, and to secure 
by fraudulent methods large tracts of 
tim ber and other lands, both principals 
and agents should not only be thwarted 
in their fraudulent purpose, but should 
be made to feel the full penalties of our 
criminal statutes. The law should be so 
administered as not to confound these 
two classes, and to visit tho penalties 
only upon the latter. 


SPANISH LAUD GRANTS. 
The unsettled state of the title to large 
bodies of land in the Territories of New 
Mexico and Arizona lias greatly retarded 
the development of those^Territoriea. 
Provision should be made by law for the 
prompt trial and final adjustment before 
a judicial tribunal or commission of all 
claimB based upon Mexican grants. It 
is not juBt to an intelligent and enter­ 
prising people that their peace should be 
disturbed and their prosperity retarded 
by these contentious. 
I express the 
hope that the difference of opinion as to 
methods may yield to the urgency of the 
case. 


PENSIONS. 
The law provides a pension for every 
soldier and sailor who was mustered into 
the service of the United States duriDg 
the civil war and is now suffering from 
wounds or disease having an origin in 
the service and in the line of duty. Two 
or three necoscary facts,viz.: muster and 
disability, are usually susceptible of easy 
proof, but the third, origin in the service, 
is often difficult, and, in m any deserving 
cases, impossible to establish. That very 
many of those who endured the h ard ­ 
ships of our m ost bloody and arduous 
campaigns are now disabled from dis­ 
eases that had a real, but not traceable, 
origin in the service, we do not doubt. 
Besides these, another class is composed 
of many who served on an enlistm ent of 
three years, and of re-enlisted veterans 
who added a fourth year of service; who 
escaped the casualties of battle and the as­ 
saults of disease; who were always ready 
for any detail; who were in every battle 
line of their command, and were m as­ 
tered out in sound health, and have 
sine* the close of the war, while fighting 
with the same independent spirit the 
oontesta of civil life, been overcome by 


disease or casualty. 
I am not unaware 
that the peueion-roll already involves a 
very large annaal expenditure, neither 
am I deterred by that fact from recom­ 
mending that Congress grant a pension 
to such honorably discharged sailors and 
soldiers of the Civil War as, having ren­ 
dered substantial service daring the war, 
are now dependent upon tbeir own labor 
for a maintenance, and by disease or 
casualty are incapacitated for labor. 
Many of th e men who would be in­ 
cluded in this form of relief are now 
dependent upon public aid. and it does 
not, in my judgment, consist with the 
uational honor that ttiey shall continue 
to subsist upon tbe local relief given 
indiscriminately 
to 
paupers 
inBtoad 
of npon special and 
genorous pro­ 
visions. They served so gallantly and 
unselfishly that our people will, I am 
Bure, very generally approve euch legis­ 
lation, and I am equally sure that the 
survivors of the Union arm y and navy 
will have a grateful sense of relief when 
this worthy and suffering class of their 
comrades are fairly cared for. There are 
sofflo manifest inequalities in the exist­ 
ing law that shonld be remedied. To 
some of these the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior has called attention. It is gratify­ 
ing to he able to state that with tho adop­ 
tion of new and better methods in the 
W ar D epartm ent the calls of the Pension 
Office for information ae to the military 
and hospital records of pension claim­ 
ants are now promptly answered, and 
the injurious and vexatious delayB that 
have heretofore occurred are entirely 
avoided. This will greatly facilitate the 
adjustm ent of all pending claims. 


TH E NEW STATES. 
The advent of four new States—North 
Dakota, South Dakota, M ontana and 
Washington—into the Union under the 
Constitution in the same month, and the 
admission of their duly chosen repre­ 
sentatives to our National Congress at 
the same eeeeion, is an event as unex­ 
ampled as it is interesting. The certifi­ 
cates of tho votes cast and of the coneti- 
tutions adopted in the States were filed 
with me as required by tbe eighth sec­ 
tion of the act of February 22, 1889, by 
the Governors of said Territories respec­ 
tively. Having after a careful examina­ 
tion fonnd that tbe several constitutions 
and 
governments 
were republican in 
form and not repugnant to the Constitu­ 
tion of the United 8tates; that the 
provisions of the act of Congress had 
been complied with, and that a m a­ 
jority of the votes 
cast in each of 
said proposed States were in favor of 
adopting 
the 
constitution 
eubmitted 
therein, I did so declare by a separate 
proclamation as to each, as to North 
Dakota and Sontb Dakota on Saturday, 
November 2d, as to M ontana on Friday, 
November 8th, and Washington on Mon­ 
day, November 11th. 
Each of these 
States has within it resources, the de­ 
velopment of which will employ the ener­ 
gies and yield comfortable subsistence to 
a great population. The smallest of these 
new States, W ashington, stands twelfth, 
and the largest, M ontana, third among 
the forty-two in area. 
The people of 
these States are already well trained, in­ 
telligent and patriotic American citizens, 
having common interests and sym pa­ 
thies with those of the older StateB and a 
common purpose to defend the integrity 
and uphold the honor of the Nation. 


HUMANE LEGISLATION. 
The attention of the Interstate Com­ 
mission haB been called to the urgent 
need of legislation for the better protec­ 
tion of the lives and limbs of those en­ 
gaged in operating the great interstate 
freight lines of the country, and especi­ 
ally of the yardm en and hrakt*men. 
A 
petition signed by nearly 10,000 railway 
brakem en was presented to this commis­ 
sion, asking that steps lie taken to bring 
about the nse of automatic brakes ana 
con piers on freight cars. 
At a meeting of the State Railroad 
Commissioners and 
their accredited 
representatives, held at Washington in 
March last upon tho invitation of the 
Interstate 
Commission, a 
resolution 
was unanimously adopted urging the 
commission to consider what can be 
done to prevent the loss of life and 
limb in coupling and uncoupling freight 
cars and in handling the brakes of such 
cars. During the year ending June 30, 
1888. over 2,000 railroad employees were 
killed in the service and more than 20,­ 
000 injured. It is competent, I think, 
for Congress to require uniformity in the 
construction of cars nsed in interstate 
commerce, and the use of improved 
safety appliances upon such 
trains. 
Time will be necessary to make the 
needed changes, bnt an earnest and in­ 
telligent beginning should be made at 
once. It is a reproach to our civilization 
that any class of American workmen 
should, in the pursuit of a necessary and 
useful vocatiou, be subjected to a peril of 
life aud lim b as great as that of a soldier 
in time of war. 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 
The creation of an executive depart­ 
m ent to be known as the ^apartm ent of 
Agriculture, by the act of February 9th 
last, was a wise and tim ely response to a 
request which had long been respectfully 
urged by tho farm ers of the country, but 
much rem ains to be done to perfect ihe 
organization of the departm ent so that it 
shall fairiy realize the expectation which 
it excited. 
In this connection, attention 
is called to the suggestions contained in 
the report of the Secretary, which is 
herewith submitted. 
The need of a law 
office for the departm ent, such as is pro­ 
vided for the other executive depart­ 
ments, is manifest. 
The failure of tho 
last Congress to make the usual provis- 
son for the publication of the annual re­ 
ports, should be promptly remedied. The 
public interests in the reports, and their 
value to tho farm ing community, I am 
sure, will not be dim inished under the 
new organization of the departm ent. 
I recommend that the weather service 
be Hopara’ed from the W ar Departm ent 
and established as a bureau iu the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
Tnia will in­ 
volve an entire reorganization, both of 
the weather bureau and of the signal 
corps, making the first a purely civil or­ 
ganization and of the other purely military 
staff corps. The report of the chief sig­ 
nal officers states that the work of the 
corps in its military side has been deter­ 
iorating, 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 
The interests of tbe people of tbe Dis­ 
trict 
of 
Columbia 
should 
not be 
lost sight ot in the pressure for consider­ 
ation of measures affecting the whole 
country. 
Having not a legislature of its 
own, either municipal or general, its 
people m ust look to Congress for tbe 
regulation of those concerns that are the 
subject of local control. 
Our whole peo­ 
ple have interests that the National Cap­ 
ital should be made attractive and beau­ 
tiful, and, above all, that its social order 
should be maintained. The laws regula­ 
ting the sale of intoxicating drinks in the 
District should he revised with a view to 
bringing the traffic under stringont limi­ 
tation and control. 
In the execution of the power conferred 
upon me by the act making an appropri­ 
ation for the expenses of the District of 
Columbia for the year ending Juue SO, 
1889, I did, on the 17th day of August 
last, appoint Rudolpb Bering, of New 
York, Samuel M. Gray, of Rhode Island, 


and Frederick P. Sterns, of Massaehi 
setts, three em inent sanitary engineers, 
to examine and report npon tbe system 
of sewerage existing in the District of 
Columbia. 
Their report, which is not 
yet completed, will be in due course sub­ 
m itted to CoDgress. 
The report of the 
Commissioners of the District is herewith 
transm itted, and the attention of Con­ 
gress is called to the suggestions contained 
therein. 


THE «UADRO-CKNTKNNIAL. 
The proposition to observe the four 
hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America by the opening of a W orld’s 
Fair or Exposition in some one of oar 
great cities will be presented for the 
consideration of Congress. The value 
and interest of such an exposition may 
well claim the consideration of the Gen­ 
eral Government. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 
On the 4th of March last the Civil Ser­ 
vice Commission had but a single mem­ 
ber. The vacancies were filled on the 
7th day of May, and since then the Com­ 
missioners 
have been industriously, 
though with an inadequate force, en­ 
gaged in executing the law. They were 
assured that a cordial support wonld be 
given them in a faithful and impartial 
enforcement of the statute, and of tbe 
rules and regulations adopted in aid of 
it. 
Heretofore the book of oligibles 
has been closed to every one, except as 
certifications were made npon the requi­ 
sition of the appointing officers. This 
secrecy was the source of mnch suspi­ 
cion and of many charges of favoritism 
in the administration of the law. W hat 
is secret is always suspected, and what 
is opon can be judged. The commission, 
with the full approval of its members, 
has now opened the list of eligiblesto 
the public. 
The eligible I íh íb for classi­ 
fied postoffices and custom-houses are 
now publicly posted in the respective 
offices, as are also the certifications for 
appointments. 
The purpose of the civil 
service law was absolutely ¿o exclude 
other consideration in connection with 
appointm ent under it than that of 
m erit tested by ¡the examinations. 
It 
proceeds upon the theory that both the 
examining boards and the appointing 
officers are absolutely ignorant aB to the 
political views and associations of ail 
persons on the civil service list. It is 
not too much to say, however, that some 
recent Congressional investigations have 
somewhat shaken public confidence in 
the impartiality of the selections for ap­ 
pointments. The reform of the civil 
service will make no safe or satisfactory 
advance uutil the present law and its 
equal administration are well established 
in 
the 
confidence 
of 
the 
people. 
It will 
be my 
pleasure 
an it is 
m y duty to see 
the 
law 
executed 
with firmness 
and im partiality. 
If 
some of its provisions have been fraudu­ 
lently evaded by the appointing officers, 
our resentment should net suggest the 
repeal of the law but reform in its ad ­ 
ministration. We should have one view 
of the matter and hold it with a sincer­ 
ity that is not affected by the considera­ 
tion that the party to which we belong is 
for the time in power. 
My predecessor on the 4th day of Jan ­ 
uary, 1889, by an executive order to take 
effect March 15th, brought the railway 
mail service under the 
operation of 
the Civil Service law 
Provision waB 
made that the order should take effect 
sooner in any State where an eligible 
list 
was sooner obtained. 
On the 
llth day of March Mr. Lyman, 
then 
the only member of the commission, re­ 
ported to me in writing that it would not 
be possible to have the list of eligibles 
ready before May 1st, and requested that 
the taking effect of the order be post­ 
poned until that tim e, which was done 
subject to the same provision contained 
in the original order as to States in which 
an eligible list was sooner obtained. 
As 
a result of the revision of the rules of the 
new classification and of the inclusion of 
the railway mail service, the work of the 
commission has been greatly increased, 
and the present clerical force is found to 
be inadequate. I recommend that the 
additional clerks asked by the Commis­ 
sioner be appropriated for. 


APPOINTMENTS AND REMOVALS. 
The duty of appointment is devolved 
by the Constitution and by tbe law and 
the appointing officers are held to respon­ 
sibility in its exercise. The growth of the 
country and the consequent increase of the 
civil list have magnified this fanction of 
the executive disproportionately. It can 
not be denied, however, that the labor 
connected with this necessary work is 
increased of^ten to tbe point of actual 
distress by the sudden and excessive 
demands that 
are 
made npon an 
incoming adm inistration for removals 
and 
appointments. 
But, 
on 
the 
other hand, it is not true that incum ­ 
bency is a conclusive argum ent for con­ 
tinuance in office. Im partiality, moder­ 
ation, fidelity to public duty and a good 
attainm ent in the discharge of it, most be 
added before the argum ent is complete, 
and when those holding adm inistration 
offices so conduct themselves as to con­ 
vince their just political opponents that 
no party consideration or bias affects in 
any way the discharge of their public du­ 
ties, we can m ere easily stay the demands 
for their removal. I am satisfied that 
both in and out of the classified serv­ 
ice great benefit would accrue frcm 
the adoption of some system by which 
the officers would receive the distinction 
and benefit th at in all private employ­ 
ments comes from exceptional faithful­ 
ness and efficiency in the performance of 
duty. I have suggested to the heads of 
the executive departm ents that they con 
sider whether a record might not be kept 
in each bureau of all those elements that 
are covered by the term s “ faithfulness” 
and “ efficiency,” and a rating made 
showing the relative merits of clerks of 
each class, this rating to be regarded os a 
test of m erit in making promotions. 
I have also suggested to the Post­ 
master-General that he can, npon the 
basis of the reports to the department, 
and of frequent inspections, indicate the 
relative m erit of postmasters of each 
class. They will be appropriately indi­ 
cated in the official register report of the 
departm ent. 
That a great 
stim ulus 
wonld thus be given to tho whole ser­ 
vice I do not doubt, and each a record 
would be the best defense against re­ 
movals from office. 


rU BLIC EDUCATION. 
The interest of the General Govern­ 
m ent in the education of the people fonnd 
an early expression not only in the 
thoughtful and sometimes warning ut­ 
terances of our ablest statesmen, but in 
liberal appropriations from tbe common 
resources for the eupport of education in 
new States. No one will deny that it is 
of the gravest national concern that 
those who hold 
the 
ultim ate con­ 
trol 
of 
all 
public 
affairs 
should 
have the necessary intelligence to wisely 
direct and determ ine them . National 
aid to education has heretofore taken the 
form of land grants, and in that form the 
constitutional power of Congress to aid 
the education of the people I s not seri­ 
ously questioned. I do not think it can 
be successfully questioned that when the 
form is changed to that of a direct grant 
of money from the public treasury, such 
aid shonld be, as It always has been, 
suggested by some exceptional condi­ 


tions. 
The sadden emancipation of 
the alavés, the bestowal of tho suffrage 
which soon followed, and the inability of 
the S u tes where theee new citizens were 
chiefly fonnd to be adequately pro­ 
vided with educational facilities, pre­ 
sented not only exceptional bnt unexam ­ 
pled conditions. 
Tnat the situation has 
been mnch ameliorated there is no doubt, 
and tbe ability and 
interest of the 
States have happily increased; 
but 
a great work rem ains to be done, and 
I think the General Government should 
lend its aid. As the suggestion of a na­ 
tional grant in aid of education grows 
chiefly out of the conditions and needs 
of the em ancipated slave and his de­ 
scendants, the relief shonld as far as 
possible, while necessarily proceeding 
npon some general lines, be applied to 
tbe need th at suggested it. It is essen­ 
tial, if m uch good is to be accomplished, 
th at the 
sympathy and 
active in­ 
terest 
of 
the 
people 
of 
the 
8tates should be enlisted, and that the 
methods adopted should be such as to 
stim ulate and not to supplant local taxa­ 
tion for school purposes. 
As one Con­ 
gress cannot bind a succeeding one in 
each a case, and as the efforts m ust in 
some degree be experim ental, I recom­ 
mend that any appropriation for the pur­ 
pose be so limited in annual am ount, and 
as to tbe time over which it is to extend 
as will on the one hand give tbe local 
school authorities an opportunity to 
m ake the best nse of the first year’s al­ 
lowance, and on tbe other deliver them 
from temptation to unduly postpone the 
assumption of the whole burden them ­ 
selves, 
TH 
RED PEOPLE 
did not intru 
uemselves upon u s; they 
wore brought nere in chains, and held in 
the communities where they are now 
chiefly found by a cruel slavery code. 
H appily for both races, they are now 
free. They have, from a standpoint of 
ignorance and poverty—which was our 
sham e, not theirs—made a rem arkable 
advance in education and in the acquisi­ 
tion of property. 
They have as a people shown them ­ 
selves to be a friendly and faithful people 
toward the white race. They have their 
representatives in the national ceme­ 
teries where a grateful Government has 
gathered the ashes of those who died in 
its defense. Thejr have furnished to our 
regular arm y regiments that have won 
the 
high 
praise 
of 
their 
com­ 
manding 
officers 
for 
courage 
and 
soldierly qualities and for fidelity to 
the enlistm ent oath. In civil life they 
are the toilers of their communities, 
making their full contribution to the 
widening stream s of prosperity which 
their communities are receiving. Their 
sudden withdrawal would stop produc­ 
tion and bring disorder in the household. 
Generally, they do not deeire to quit 
their homes and their employers. They 
resent the inteiference of the immigra­ 
tion agents who seek to stim ulate such a 
deeire, but, notwithstanding all thia, in 
m any parts of our country where tbe col­ 
ored population is large, tbe people of 
that race are, by various devices, de­ 
prived of any effective exercise of their 
political rights and of many of their civil 
rights. Tbe wrong does not expend it­ 
self npon those whom votes are sup­ 
pressed. 
Every 
constituency in the 
Union is wronged. 


c i v i l BIGHTS. 
It has been the hope of every patriot 
that a sense of justice and of respect for 
the law would work a gradual cure for 
these flagrant evils. 
8nrely no one sup­ 
posed the present can be accepted as a 
perm anent condition. If it is said th at 
these communities m ust work out this 
problem for themselves, we have a right 
to ask whether they are at work upon it. 
Do they suggest any solution? 
When 
and under what conditions is the black 
m an to have a free ballot? 
When is 
he, in fact, to have those full civil 
rights which have so long been his in 
law? W hen is that equality of in­ 
fluence which our form of government 
has extended to secure to tho electors to 
be restored? 
This generation should 
courageously face this grave question 
and not leave it as a heritage of woe for 
the next. Its consideration should pro­ 
ceed with candor, calmnese and great 
patience upon the lines of justice and 
humanity, not of prejudice and cruelty. 
No question in onr country can be at rest 
except upon the firm base of jastice and 
law. 
I earnestly invoke the attention of 
Congress to the consideration of such 
measures, with its well-defined constitu­ 
tional powers, as will eeenre to all our 
people a free exercise of the right of 
auifrage and every other civil 
right 
under 
the 
Constitution 
and laws 
of the U nited States. Ho evil, however 
deplorable, can justify the assumption, 
either on the part of the Executive or 
of Congress, of powers not granted, but 
both will be highly blamable if all the 
powers granted are not wisely but irm ly 
used to correct these evils. Power to 
take the whole direction and control of 
the election of members of the House of 
Representatives is cleaily given to the 
General Government. Partial and quali­ 
fied supervision of these elections is now 
provided for by law, and in m y opinion 
this law may be strengthened and ex­ 
tended to secure on the whole better re­ 
sults than can be attained by a law tak­ 
ing all the processes of such elections 
into Federal control. The colored man 
shonld be protected in all of his relations 
to the Federal Government, w hether as 
juror or witness in courts, an elector of 
members of Congress or as a peaceful 
traveler on 
onr interstate railways. 
THE MERCHANT MARINE. 
There is nothing more juBtly hum iliat­ 
ing to the national pride and nothing 
more hurting to the national prosperity 
than the inferiority of onr merchant 
marine compared with th a t of other na­ 
tions whose general resources, wealth 
and sea-coast lines do not suggest any 
reason 
for 
their supremacy on tbe 
sea. 
It 
was 
not 
always* so, and 
our 
people 
are 
agreed, 
I 
think, 
that it shall not continue to be so. 
It is not possible in this communication 
to discuss the causes of the decay of our 
shipping interests, or tbe different m eth­ 
ods by which it is proposed to restore 
them . 
The statement* of a few well- 
authenticated facts and some general 
suggestions as to legislation is all th at is 
practicable. 
That the 
great 
steam ­ 
ship 
lines 
sailing 
under 
the 
flags 
of 
England, 
France, 
Ger­ 
many, Spain ana Italy, and engaged in 
foreign commerce, were promoted and 
have since been and now are liberally 
aided by grants of public money in one 
form or another, is generally known; 
th at the American lines of steam ships 
have been abandoned by us to an un­ 
equal contest with the aided lines of 
other nations until they have withdrawn, 
or, in the few cases w here they are still 
m aintained, are subject to serious disad­

mercial intercourse. I recommend that 
such appropriations be made for the 
ocean m ail service in American steam­ 
ships between our porte and those of 
Central and South America, China, 
Japan 
and 
the 
im portant 
islands 
in both of the great oceans as will 
be liberally rem unerative for the service 
rendered, as will encourage their estab­ 
lishm ent and in some fair degree equal­ 
ize the chances of American steam ship 
lines in the competitions they m ost meet. 
That the American states lying eouth of 
the United States will cordially co-oper­ 
ate in establishing and m aintaining sueh 
lines of steam ships to their principal 
ports I do not doubt. 


A NAVAL RESERVE. 
We should also make provision for a 
naval reserve, to consist of such m erchant 
ships ot American construction and of 
specified tonnage and speed, as the own­ 
ers will consent to place to the ase of the 
Government in case they are needed as 
arm ed cruisers. 
England has adopted 
this policy, and, as a result, can now, 
upon necessity, a t once place upon her 
naval list some cf the fastest steamBhipe 
in the world. The proper construction 
of 
veseels 
wonld make their con­ 
version into effective ships of war very 
easy. 
I am an advocate of economy in 
our national expenditures, but it is a 
misuse of term s to make this word de­ 
scribe a policy th a t withholds 
ex­ 
penditures for the purpose of extending 
our foreign commerce. The enlarge­ 
m ent and im provement of our m erchant 
m arine; the development of a sufficient 
body of trained American seam en; the 
promotion of rapid and regular m ail com­ 
munication between the ports of other 
countries and our own, and the adoption of 
large and 
swift American m erchant 
Bteamships to naval use in tim e of war 
are pnblic purposes of the highest con­ 
cern. 
The enlarged participation of onr 
people 
in 
the 
carrying trade, the 
now 
and 
increased 
m arket 
that 
will 
be 
opened 
for 
tbe 
pro­ 
ducts 
of 
our 
farms and factories, 
the fuller and better employment of 
our mechanics, which will result from 
a liberal promotion of onr foreign com­ 
merce, insure tbe widest possible diffu­ 
sion of benefit to all tbe states and to all 
onr people. Everything is most pro­ 
pitious for the present inauguration of a 
liberal and progressive policy upon this 
subject, and we shonld enter upon it 
with promptness and decision. 
The latter legislation which I have 
suggested is w hat I sincerely believe will 
promote the peace and honor of our 
country and the prosperity and security 
of the people. 
I invoke the diligent and 
serious attention of Congress to the con­ 
sideration of these and euch other m eas­ 
ures as m ay be presented having this 
great end in view.

President U arriicn’s Message is quite 
a lengthy document. 
He is not only 
willing to talk at all tim es but he is 
possessed of the cacoethes toribendi to a 
marked degree. 
Dnring the campaign 
he often showed him self to be a not inapt 
talker, and his last production, though 
oommonplaóe, is worded with consider­ 
able skill. H e walks in the beaten 
track in following th e trend of oar foreign 
affairs. 
H e congratulates the country on 
the profound peace which prevails be­ 
tween the U nited States and all foreign 
nations, and dwells with special com 
plaeency apon the presence in W ashing­ 
ton of the delegatee who compose the 
Ooagress of the Three Americas, ana the 
M aritim e Conference, whieh is world­ 
wide in its attendance and significance. 
H e recommends the raising of the rank 
of a num ber of our diplomatic representa­ 
tives to certain of the Spanish American 
Bepublics. The American people in the 
m ass do not agree with such fantastical 
end monarchical notions, and would far 
rather see all our representatives abroad 
reduced to the rank of consuls or plain 
basineas agents. Ohina and her young 
Bmperor come in for a general mention 
and this leads the President to a discus­ 
sion of Samoan affairs. 
He announces 
th at a treaty is aw aiting the action of 
Congress which involves a satisfactory 
adjustm ent of all the interesting ques­ 
tions respecting the Islands in contro 
versy bat woen th e United States and 
Baropean powers, and expresses his trust 
"th a t the efforts which have been made

The Fisheries question and the Nica­ 
ragua canal come in for brief diecnseion, 
and aiter a general review of oar foreign 
relations, in which Turkey and Persia 
are accorded notice—it would seem to 
most people th at a very powerful magni 
lying glass would be needed to see much 
importance in oar intercourse w ith the 
latter power—the President next reaches 
w hat he styles, "T h e Revolt in Brazil. 
H e fails to explain what has become of 
Mr. Blaine’s Jingo policy, or why the 
government of th e United StateB has 
been so gingerly in its recognition of 
Sister Republic. 
The most astonishing portion of the 
message is th a t in which he essays to 
dem onstrate th a t we are witnessing the 
closing of a very prosperous year. He 
founds this predicate on the general fact 
th at the harvests have been good and 
the revenues of the governm ent large. 
H e says nothing about the unprecedent­ 
edly low price of corn or the unparalleled 
depression of manufactures and all kind9 
of industry, and the exceptional and op 
presaive tightness of the money market.

money has

taxes, 
which 
they 
were illy able to pay, naturally leads 
him up to the surplus he adm its to be an 
evil on general principles, but by which 
he in reality stands. 
Taking all th e 
various suggestions of the message on this 
head, the President’s m anner of getting 
rid of the surplus is practically th at of 
Tom Fitch, viz., "to blow it in.” 
He 
believes in withdrawing the national 
money now loaned to the hanks and 
applying it to the purchase of bonds, and 
readers of the newspapers have noticed 
th at Mr. Windom has already started in 
on this plan. 
H e assumes to think that 
the tariff ought to be reduced, but in 
effect he sticks staunchly to the doctrines 
enunciated by the Chicago Convention, 
though he dare not give them plain utter­ 
ance. That Ephraim is still pin ed to 
his idols, we can prove by a brief extract 
from this portion of tbe message: "T he 
"rem oval of the Internal tax apon to- 
"baoco would relieve an im portant agri- 
"cultural product from a burden which 
"w aeim posed only because revenue from 
"custom s was insufficient for the public 
"needs. If safe provision against fraud 
"can be devised, the removal of the tax 
"upon spirits used in the arts and rnauu- 
" factures would also offer an unobjec- 
"tionable method of reducing the sar- 
"p ln s.” 
Upon the silver question Mr. H arri­ 
son comes o at flit-footedly not only 
against the free coinage of Bilver, but 
against coining the maximum am ount of 
th at metal perm itted by the Bland bill. 
H e makes the usual Wall street argu­ 
m ent, and his remedy for a curtailed 
currency and painfully restricted circula­ 
tion is, as far as silver is concerned, to 
have that bullion deposited in the vaults 
of the Government and silver certificates 
issued on th8 basis of its m arket value. 
In other words, the offijial head of the 
Republican party advocates a far more 
radical demonetization of that metal 
th an has existed since the great con­ 
spiracy of 1873. 
In his recom mendations for extending 
onr Coast Defenses, building ships and 
plants to cast the m odern arm aments, 
th e President will find many sympa­ 
thisers outside of his own party.

D e n v e r , Col., December 3.—A horrible 
discovery was made here late tonight 
which may yet prove to be a tragedy. 
About a year and a half ago Mrs. Ritchie, 
an old gray-haired woman about GO years 
of age, came here from Cheyenne, Wyom­ 
ing, accompanied by a young m an of 
about 25, whom she represented as her 
son, and a deaf and dum b daughter, aged 
about 1 5 . 
They lived in various parts of 
the city until abuqt two m onths ago 
when they engaged apartm ents at 1621 
Stout Btreet, w here they lived a very re­ 
tired life. 
Three weckB ago the mother 
and sou went on a protracted debauch. 
The old lady had not been seen for sev­ 
eral days, and her landlord becoming 
alarmed, broke open the door to her 
room tonight, and 
was horrified at 
finding the 
woman lying upon the 
floor by the side of her bed, dead with 
her lace alm ost devoured by rats. The 
body was taken to tho Coroner’s office 
for investigation tomorrow. 
The son 
was found in an adjoining room in a 
beastly state ot intoxication, and was 
taken to tho station-house, where he 
now lies unable to speak or give an ac 
count of himself. The dead woman it 
reported to have $20 000 deposited in the 
First National Bank. 
The family went 
to Cheyenne from Texas, and while 
living in Wyoming a son was mysteri­ 
ously murdered. It is said that tho deaf 
end dumb daughter knows who com­ 
mitted the crime, but refuses to divulge 
the secret, and no arrests have been 
made.

M IN N E A P O L IS H O R R O R . 


I t is clearly announced that the Re­ 
publican majority of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives will make an 
attem pt to 
chance the rule of that body which per­ 
mits one-fifth of the members to demand 
the yeas and nays on any question.

I don’t sup­ 
pose fhat in the entire life of the war­ 
ship she will bo run under forced draught 
more than half a dozen times. As a 
m atter of fact, the average coai consump­ 
tion of the new cruisers in making their 
ordinary speed of from eight to ten knots 
per hour, is from twenty-five to thirty 
tons per day of twenty-four hours.

an illustration, the Boston on her last 
cruise steamed 200 miles per day for 
twenty-fi7# days, and consumed only 
twenty-five tons of coal each day. This 
shows the average consumption of theee 
vessels under ordinary conditions, and is 
the only proper test of their coal con­ 
sumption.

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KAWKAH COLONY. 


R e su lta o* T h re e Ycura* W ork by a 
S o c ia list C o lo n y . 
Most residents of this county have 
known that a colony of socialists have 
been established in the Sierr,\ N evada 
m ountains, on the Upper Kaweah, and 
bad Becured a foothold in the G iant for 
eBt, but tbe progress they have made 
w hat they propose to do, and their 
m ethods are understood by few. 
The colony at present consists of about 
seventy-five’ persons, but is growiog. 
Some of them have been on the site three 
years or more, all living in tents made 
by stretching canvas over fram es, with 
double roofs ami walls, which, added to 
carpets, big Etoves, and the usual com­ 
forts of more pretentious houees, make 
the cloth structures quite comfortable 
even in the snows of a mountain wiuter. 
These tents are laid off in streets, water 
¡9 piped in, and other conveniences aro 
provided. 
They have some flats of meadow land 
on which vagetables enough to meet the 
needs cf the community are raiBed, and 
the general idea is to spread out in fruit 
and other products, as well as various 
lines of manufacture, until the colony 
produces about all it 
will 
requirft. 
Tue scheme» also involves the operation 
of valley farm s. Thus far they have con­ 
fined their efforts to the building of n 
road, said by outsiders to he tue best 
thoroughfare yet constructed iuto the 
m ountains. 
Difficulties have not been 
evaded, but the grade has been followed 
wherever it led. 
Blasting has been done 
in places where a man could not get a 
foothold to drill, being let down with 
ropes. This will be a tell road. 
The society has written by-laws for its 
government, but countenance neither 
churches nor saloons. The immediate 
adm inistration of affairs is vested in a 
board of trustees, with a superintendent 
for each departm ent of labor. W henever 
a now member ie adm itted he is put 
at the work he íb used to, and all arc 
paid alike, viz., thirty cents an hour. 
A 
day’s work is lim ited to eight lioura, 
although a uew member may work any 
tim e leBS than this or nono at all if he so 
elect. All work is paid for in scrip issued 
by the trustees, good for supplies or any­ 
thing among members—in lact, a legal 
tender. 
It is thought th a t this scrip will be 
made to circulate among outsiders in 
tim e by placiug a premium oa it in ex­ 
change for anything the colony may pro­ 
duce. 
At preeent it is kept at home. 
These people believe in neither interest 
nor profit, all articles being handled at 
cost. 
Now, while the colony is getting upon 
its feet, it derives support from m em ber­ 
ship fees. A paid-up m em bership costs 
$600 made up in monthly installm ents of 
$5 eich. 
W hen $100 is paid in, the 
m em ber is entitled to move into the 
colony and go to work. There are many 
persons in this State, and even far East, 
who are paying up memberships with 
th e expectation of some day 
join­ 
ing 
the 
colony. 
This is true of 
professional m en who are not up to 
road building, but are waiting until the 
colony grows to need their services, when 
they will be ready to serve at thirty 
ceots an hour. 
Any m em bsr may w ith­ 
draw at any tim e, if he becomes diasat- 
isfied, and receive his full dividend bo- 
sides what he paid in. 
In joining one 
m ust be recommended by two members 
as of good repute. 
The colony is now 
mostly American, with a scattering of 
G ermans and Swedes. 
A reserve fund is m aintained to pay 
any who may wish to sever their con­ 
nection with the organization. Then, 
whenever there is a surplus, a dividend 
is declared, this being based upon tbe 
tim e checka or scrip each holds. This ie 
where the joke comes in on those who 
have lolled in the Bhade rather than 
work. 
These dividends become private prop­ 
erty, as we understand it, and m ay b9 
so handled or turned 
into 
any of

A Letter Ak«nt «Me Utah LIlU ' 
E icnm loa List» 
An important letter was received a few 
days ago by Major E. W. Jonee, of this 
city, President of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, from Thomas Taylor, of Cedar 
City, Iron county, Utah. Mr. Taylor 
owns a quantity ot coal and iron land in 
the sonthern part of Utah, and is an 
aotive worker in railroad matters. The 
Hkbald published last Monday a private 
letter from an entirely different source 
with regard to the extension of the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande through to Los An­ 
geles. Mr. Taylor's letter comes to hand 
just in time to corroborate the state­ 
ments previously published. It leads as 
follows: 
C edar C ity, Iron county, Utah, 
November 25,1889. 
E. W. Jones, Esq., Los Angeles, Cal. 
D ear Sir—I wrote you before, saying 
that I would not hurry about inducing 
either road until I saw which would be the 
shortest line; for, although Los Angeles 
may and will be benefited by the way 
bosiness of a railroad, it will be helped 
much more by the through business. I 
will keep you posted on what they are 
doing at this end of the line. 
The latest news from the Union Pa­ 
cific railroad is that they have began 
grading from Milford to Pioche, and ex­ 
pect to have it finished next spring, a 
little over 100 miles; thence on to Freid- 
burg, about another 100 miles. But this 
is extending the route 150 miles further 
around. If I understand your wants 
right, you want the shortest cut. I am 
sure this other company intends to make 
the shortest line from Chicago to the 
Pacific Coast, and they are hanging fire 
between San Diego and Los Angeles. 
The Union Pacific appear to be trying to 
Set as far west as possible, and are evi- 
ently making for a conneetion with the 
Carson City aqd Colorado railroad, coin­ 
ing to Mojave and Los Aneeles, and will 
then afterwards build through to San 
Francisco, while I do not think that the 
other company is aiming at all for San 
Francisco. 
They are now surveying down the Rio 
Virgin to its junction with the Colorado 
river. This is then a direct line through 
a splendid mining district to Marysville. 
From ths latter place to Los Angeles is 
the same distance as to San Diego. 
There was an item recently published 
in the Salt Lake Herald saying that there 
was no good harbor between San Diego 
and San Francisco. Can you give us 
any statistics about San Pedro or any 
harbor near to Los Angeles ? I will have 
them published here in reply.
